EXERCISE PREVENTS 


PIG 
THUMPS. 
When the pigs are from four or 


five to ten days old, be on the look- 
out for thumps. 
The best-looking 


fat little pig is ttie one to go first 
every time. Ah almost certain indi- 
cation is a little roll of fat around 
the neck . While there is no known 
cure for thumps, the trouble is quite 
easily prevented Plenty of exercise 
for the pigs is the answer. In cold, 
stormy weather out of-door exercise 
is impossible, but if a central far- 
rowing ho'use with an alleyway is 
used, get the little fat fellows into 
the alley and put,in about ten or fif- 
teen minutes three or four times (a 
day chasing them with a buggy whip 
until they are pretty well tired out. 
If this is impossible, try putting one 
or two of the little pigs S.t a time in 
a large barrel or hbgsliead, placed 
bv the farrowing pen^ The pigs will 
hear the old sow making a fuss and 
m running around the barrel hunt 
ing for a corner to climb out, gen 
erally will take the exercise necessa 
ry to ward off thumps.

money over to Great Britain, 
and 


Great" Britain turns it ov.er to the 
manufacturers, and the manufactur- 
ers pav it out for labor and material 
—and it eventually gets right back 
to the peaople who bought bonds 01 
stamps. 


But, 
jou say. the manufacturer 


makes a' profit—that he has some- 
thing left after paying for labor and 
material 
Sure. 
But he must pay 


taxes out of that profit, and spend 
much of it for his own living, and 
invest some of it 
in 
bonds 
and 


stamps like the rest 
of 
us. 
The 


manuifacturer isn't destroying the 
money, or sending it out of 
the 


country, or locking it up. 


We have loaned several billion dol- 


lars to our allies—but it has all re- 
mained in this country. 
The gov- 


ernment has sold billions of dollars 
worth of bonds and "stamps, 
but 


every dollar of it is doing business 
right here in 
the 
United States. 


Some men have made profit in mak- 
ing war goods—but they have not 
sent those profts to the Man in the 
Moon. 
The manufacturers are en- 


titled to a reasonable profit; other- 
wise we wouldn't have manufactur- 
ers 
But we quite agree with you 


or anybody else who says that a man- 
ufacturer who makes more th?n a 
reasonable profit off a war contract 
ought to be stood against a wall and 
shot. The profiteers—and there are 
some of them—are traitors to their 
country and ought not to be allowed 
to live" in it.

GERMAN SOCIETY 


MUST TERMINATE 


ITS EXISTENCE 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Columbus, May 2.—Unless the Ger- 


man-American 
Alliance of Cincin- 


nati, takes Immediate stops to volun- 
tarily terminate its corporate exist- 
ence. Attorney General Joseph 
Mc- 


Ghee will within a few days institute 
quo warranto proceedings in the Ohio 
supreme court to oust it, he declared 
in a statement today. 


This action will be taken by the 


attorney general on the ground that 
the purpose clause of its charter is 
unla~.-f.ul and is against the spirit of 
the institutions of this country in 
that it seeks to promote the interest 
of German ideals. 


"The state should not permit a 


coiporation to exist which has such 
an unlawful clause in its articles of 
incorporation, especially at this time, 
when we are sending the cream of the 
young manhood of our country to 
France to crush German ideals," de- 
clared the attorney general. 


According to Mr. McGhee the char- 


ter of the German-American Alliance 
is defective in other respects. 
The 


laws of Ohio permit a corporation to 
be organized for only one purpose. 
The charter of the organization in 
question, he says, provides that it 
may do a number of things. 


The attorney general started an in- 


vestigation last week to determine 
whether he should take action to oust 
the various German-American 
Al- 


liance societies in Ohio. He tfas in 
Cincinnati Tuesday investigating the 
status of the German-American 
Al- 


liance of that place with a view of 
starting legal proceedings when the 
letter of J. A. "White, superintendent 
of the Ohio Anti-Saloon League, re- 
questing him to bring suit to oust all 
German-American Alliance 
societies 


in Ohio reached the attorney gener- 
al's office here.

EXPERT AVIATORS 


MET DEATH ON THE 


MORAINE FIELD 


Dayton, May 2.—Major Oscar A. 


Brindley and 
Colonel Damm, two 


expert aviation men from the Mc- 
Cook federal flying field here, met 
death at the Moraine City aviation 
field1 here today. The machine drop- 
ped 400 feet while making a turn 
in the air. 


Colonel Damm and Major Brind- 


ley had started for an experimental 
trip in the air ana had soared to a 
height of 400 feet when, witnesses 
say, in endeavoring to make a too- 
sudden turn in the air, the aeroplane 
went into a tail-spin and dropped to 
the ground.

dead when taken from the machine, 
and Colonel Damm was unconscious.

Both men were attached here to the 
McCook aviation experimental field 
in this city. 


CAKE MAKKS BKES EFFICIENT. 


Because of lack of attention fully 


half the bees now kept in the United 
States are virtually useless to their 
owners and consequently bee-keeping 
is often condemned as unprofitable. 
Probably in an average season for 
the United States as a whole the sur- 
plus honey obtained by good bee- 
keepers 
scarcely 
will 
exceed 
50 


pounds to the colony. 
Assuming 


that 
400 pounds is the average 


needed by a hive to maintain its ex- 
istenoe during the year, this 50 
pounds surplus represents then only 
one-ninth of the nectar gathered by 
the bees. 
In such an average sea- 


son an apiary of 100 colonies may 
gather nectar equivalent to 22 1-2 
tons of honey where the "honey 
crop" or surplus honey will be only 
2 1-2 tons. 
That 100 colonies of 


bee-; can find nectar sufficient to 
make 22 1-2 tons of honey within a 
rango of about two miles gives some 
idea of the amount of sugar avail- 
aJiif in the form of nectar. 
This 


amount doubtless is much below the 
actual sugar at hand, for when nec- 
tar is flowing freely bees do not get 
31 all. 
Furthermore, in many places 


moro than ~iQ pounds of surplus is 
ol»tain<Ml and often more than 100 
c-olonies ran be kept profitably in 
one pJare. 


In the face of these facts it is re- 


grcttablc to find so many bee-keep- 
ers who faaS to get even th<- smaH 
IJTc^ntage which belongs to the bee- 
keeper. 
There are parts of the 


Tutted States where SO per cent of 
all colonies of bees are in InolSow 
logs or plain square box*-: 3n which 
combs of bee? can not b»* handled, 
There are few parts of the < nmlty 
where the box hive is not found and 
probably one-third of all the bees in 
the country are so housed. 
In this 


both equipment and manaste- 
are poor and the energy of the 


bffs is mifdirerted. 
Kven of those 


wh i kept their bee? in modern hives 
of movable frames the vast majority 
do not get the mil crop. By failing 
to control swarming by providing 
insufficient room for storage or by 
lack of proper care in winter their 
crop is often reduced ono-half or 
more.

THE MILK'S JOURXEY 


FROM OOW TO KITCHEN. 


In the handling of foodstuffs the 


American people constantly demand 
increased service. Package goods, de- 
liveries and special deliveries, buying 
in small quantities and so on, all re- 
quire additional labor by some one. 
The milk consumer now is accustom- 
ed to find a bottle of clean, cold milk 
on the doorstep in the morning. If the 
milkman is late or does not come at 
all, vigorous complaint is 
voiced. 


Such a complaint is likely to be based 
on a lack of understanding .of the 
many difficult steps involved in the 
modern system of distribtuing milk. 


Way off in the country somewhere, 


perhaps as far as 200 miles, some 
farmer must rise before daybreak to 
feed and milk his cows. The milk 
must be carefully cooled to keep it 
sweet, and must then be hauled for 
several miles over sometimes almost 
impassable roads to the railroad. 


Then begins the long haul to the 


city where the milk is carried on big 
trucks to the dealer's plant. There it 
is carefully pasteurized, bottled and 
placed in the refrigerator. The next 
morning about 1 or 2 o'clock the 
bottled milk is loaded on the delivery 
wagon and the driver starts on his 
way, carrying from 300 to 400 quarts, 
all of which must be delivered before 
breakfast time. Of course in small 
towns this system is simpler, as the 
farmer often delivers the milk direct- 
ly to the consumer, but even then 
there are so many difficulties that the 
milkman may be excused if he is a 
little late now and then.

CAPITAL IN DAIRY FARMING. 
Very few people realize the amount 


of money invested in the dairy farms 
of the country. The Department of 
Agriculture reports that on January 
1, 1918, there were 23,384,000 milch 
cows on farms in the United States 
and these cows were valued at $1, 
643,639.000. Add to this figure the 
value of lands, buildings, and ma- 
chinery used in dairy farming, and 
the aggregate is stupendous. 


The investment in individual dairy 


farms varies considerably, being in 
fluenced by land values, the number 
and kind of buildings, and the quality 
of the cattle kept. A modern dairy 
of fifty cows, capable of producing a 
daily average of 500.quarts of milk 
would require an investment in equip- 
ment of approximately $13,300. This 
would be divided as follows:

today were preparing to wage war 
against conscientious objectors who 
base their claims of exemption from 
combatant 
service on moral and 


ethical grounds rather than religious 
scruples. 
Members of the Fellow- 


ship of Reconstruction and of the 
National Civil Liberties bureau came 
in for heavy censure by officers for 
the activities. 


The latter was branded as an 


'aggregation of deabeat 
lawyers, 


looking for shyster cases among sol- 
diers and 
men 
of the 
national 
army." 
Officers say they have dis- 


covered evidence of activities on the 
part of both organizations here. A 
few adherents of both are known to 
be included among the ranks of the 
selectives here, it was stated. 


That many of the members of the 


two organizations only 
professed 
their allegiance to the principles aft- 
er the selective service law was pass- 
ed by congress was declared by au- 
thorities here. 


While officers say that under 
President Wilson's recent message 
the status of objectors who base 
their claim to exemption from ser- 
vice on religious grounds is clearly 
defined, they asserted that the claim 
of moral and ethical objectors can 
hardly be sustained under the late 
definition. 


The objectors are said to be clever 


enough to accept their uniforms so 
as to steer clear of possible court- 
martial proceedings, but it was stat- 
ed that after they have received them 
and signed for them they decline to 
wear them. So far this latter action 
has been ruled as within 
their 
-ights.

HEI/P SAVE THE GAME BIRDS. 


The last day of the open season 


for hunting migratory game birds 
under the Federal regulations was 
January 31 and it is now unlawful 
to capture or kill migratory game 
birds anywhere in the United States. 
The 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 


makes this announcement in response 
to numerous requests for informa- 
tion concerning the Federal protec- 
tive law. State game commissioners 
and sportsmen in nearly every state 
report that more wild fowl were kill- 
ed during the open season just pass- 
ed than in any season 
for many 


years. 
The increase in the number 


of birds is attributed to the aboli- 
tion of spring-shooting under the 
operation of ;he Federal regulations. 
The law already has been very ben- 
eficial to ,<-r.or«smen and. as a food 
protective measure, and under the 
continuance of existing protection 
Ihere is ev?ry reason to hope for an 
ever-Sncrpa=inji supply of wild fowl 
which win greatly improve shooting 
condition*; in ihe years to come. 


The Department appeals to the pa- 
triotism ani3 true sportsmanship of 
all p«r=on<? to co-operate with H an 
ihe enfom»m<>nt of the Federal law.
